The bird was so fatig- 
ued with its long filght across the 
Atlantic that it offered not the slight- 
est resistance when handled by the 
sailors. A Carolina cuckoo was shot 
in Wales in lebruary, 1831, by Lord 
Cawdor. In 1831 an American wood- 
duck was killed at Dorking, England. 
In 1872 three specimens of Cassin’s 
snow-goose, a native ofbabrador, were 
seen on the west coast of Ireland.

The First Piano 

The first pianoforte was probably 
constructed about two centuries ago, 
although no definite date can be at- 
tached to the invention of that now- 
widely populai musical instrument. 
The first public performance on a 
piano was at Covent Garden, in Lon- 
don, just 146 years ago. May 
28, 1767. ‘The invention of the piano 
is variously attributed to Crisofalli, 
an Italian, to J. C. Schroter, a-Ger- 
man, and to Marius, a Frenchman, all 
three of whom produced instruments 
of this type between 1710 and 1715. 
The Londor. piano referred ty was the 
handiwork of M. Mumpie, .. German, 
who had becn employed by a German 
maker of pianofortes until he went to 
London to e-tablish the industry. 
The Convent Garden programme 
May 28, 1767, contained the announce- 
ment that between the acts of the 
play Miss Brickler will sing a pgpular 
song from Judith, accompanied upon 
a new instrument called the forte- 
piano, Ly Mr. Dibbin. The uame of 
piano forte was given to the instru- 
ment by the Italians, and was gener- 
ally adopted, although since shorten- 
ed to piano.

Warmth for the Chickens 

Care shculd be taken to see that 
th> chickens are neither too warr. nor 
too cold, If they open their wings 
they are too warm. If they crowd 
together and cheep long and loud 
they are cold and hupgry. When 
they scatter and seem to enjoy their 
quarters they are warm. enough. 

The temperature should be regulat- 
ed to suit the weather conditions, 
The brooder should never be placed 
where it is expcsed to draughts of 
cold or warm als, Such conditions 
cause too much variation in tempera- 
ture. As the chicks get older and 
have more bodily heat of their own 
the temperature of the brooder must 
gradually be lowered—about helf a de- 
gree daily during the first two weeks 
depending of course upon the strength 
of the chicks.

<| Preserving Fence Posts From Decay 

Wood-rot, in all its forms, is due to 
the action of fungi working under suit- 
able uir and moisture conditions. In 
fence posts these conditions are most 
favorable at or near the surface of the 
ground and hence it is there that de- 
cay first starts, Some woods, like 
the cedar and tamarack, are more 
resistant i» fungus attack and may 
last, as fence posts, from eight to 
ten years. Unfortunately however, 
the supply of these woods has bole 
very scarce and the farmer is faced 
with the alternative of importing dur- 
able material at a high price or of ap- 
plying preservatives to the common 
non-durable woods which grow in his 
own wood lot. As the latter alter- 
native is not only cheaper, but also 
much more effective, it is of consider. 
able economic interest to the farmer 
to know low. these wood-preserva- 
tives are applied. 

Creosote, a dead oil of coal tar, is 
perhaps the best preservative for this 
purpose, as it does not dissolye out of 
the treated wood, when in contact 
with moist earth * It costs from 
|eight to fifteen cénts per gallon. 

There are two methods of applying 
the creosote but before either method 
can be applied it is necessary to have 
the posts well seasoned if the best re- 
sults are desired. This seasoning is 
best accomplished by peeling the bark 
| from the posts and then stacking them 
}in loose piles In the open air for sev- 
| eral months, so the amount of water 
lin the wood may be reduced to the 
smallest per cent. possible. 

The Brush Method consists in ap- 
plying the creosote like a coat of 
paint to the lower portion of the post, 
'up to a point six inches above the 
| ground line, the creosote being first 
heated to one hundred and eighty de- 
}grees Fahrenheit. Two or more 
coats may be applied time being al- 
/}owed between each application for 
{the creosote to soak into the wood. 

What is known as the Open Tank 
Method, while more expensive, secures 
|deeper penetration and gives better

lsote into every fibre. Poplar posts, 
| which ordinarily last but three to four 
years, after the above treatment will 
jdast twenty ye and the same ap- 
| plies to all other tree species in Can- 
jada. All. that is essential is thor- 
jough seasoning before treatment. 
Further information can be obtained 
}on application to the Forestry Branch, 
| Ottawa.

It is best not to entirely Oil a rubber 
hot water bottle. When partly full 
rest It on something and press the top 
down until the water rixes in the neck. 
then ‘screw on the top. ‘pls drives 
out the air and kecps the water bot 
longer. A bot water bag will last much 
longer If at first ft is well greased 
inside with olive oil or vaseline. 

To mend a rubber bag first inflate 
_with air and then fasten the cork se. 
curely. Now take a rubbér band, melt 
it over a fame and apply while pinsti¢ 
to the torn place. A small hole may 
be covered in this manner, If you 
have a small piece of thin sheet rnbber 
heat this also ahd paste over the gum: 
while it is still hoty Adbesive«plaster 
will also mend it neatly. There is also 
a rivet which is used for mending put- 
poses. It has a flat bead on one side 
and the stem is thteaded to secure a 
bur on the opposite side. 

To mend rubber goods which are not 
subject to extreme heat melt gum tis- 
sue in chloroform. Apply one plece 
and when that hardens place a second 
and then a third layer, allowing each 
to dry thoroughly before applying the 
other, This makes a thin patch which 
is durable. 

Do not throw the wornout hot water 
bag away, but cut it in round or oval 
pieces and use as mats to put under 
your flowerpots. 

In the absence of a hot water bottle 
or bag a common flannel bag, made in 
a convenient size, with a drawstring, 
will serve in ordinary ailments such as 
toothache, earache and other minor 
pains. Fill with hot sand or salt. It 
is safer than a cheap rubber bottle, 
just as efficacious and much handier 
to use. Keep a half dozen on band, 

A bot plate wrapped in paper and a 
soft towel will retain heat until the 
proper articles can be secured. Old 
magazines heated in the oven make a 
good substitute for a hot water bottle. 
They hold the heat nearly as long and 
can be used under the back, where a 
hot water bottle would not lie well.

IS IT “LAZY ‘MAN'S WAY?” 


Use of Commercial Fertilizers Distuss- | 


ed For and Against. 

Mr, Fullerton, who, with bis wife, is 
the “head and front” of the Long Is- 
Jand experiment farms, discourses as 
follows on the use, or, rather, abuse, of 
commercial fertilizers. In answer to 
the question, “Aren't you ever going to 
use fertilizer, Mr. Fullerton?’ be sald: 

“Bless your souls, yes. Didn't I use’ 
fertilizer when I plowed that rye un- 
der? Next fall.1 am going to put on 


about ten tons to the acre of manure’ 


again, and 1 am going to turn under 
crimson clover, vetch and rye on every 
square foot I can get planted. 

“Then I shall use lime for a sweeten- 
er, for we now can afford the lime a 
little time to work. Next summer when 
I am putting in a second and third 
crop.on the same ground I shall prob- 
ably use blood and bone meal. 

“Don't misunderstand me. 1 think 
chemical fertilizers are bully for old, 
wornout land, but it would be like ‘car- 
rying coals to Neweastle’ to put them 
on virgin soil. 

“The craze for chemical fertilizer has 
gone too far. There are places where 
they bave put it on so heavy (with the 
theory that if one ton is good two tons 
will be better) that they have chemical 
laboratories, not farms. All chemical 
fertilizing is ‘lazy man’s way.’ He 
claims he will not have weeds, so will 
saye cultivation. Weeds are the farm: 
er’s best friends. They force him to 
cultivate, and lack of cultivation is the 
crime of modern farming. If they'll 
pile some old manure on that ground 
now and so liberate through decompo- 
sition the various component parts of 
the chemical fertilizers they will have’ 
farms again.” 


SMOKING OUT THE BUGS. 


Fumigation a Good Way of Getting Rid 
of Henhouse Pests, 

Fumigation is a means of reaching 
germs and insect life in the air of the 
room and in the cracks and crannies 
of the woodwork, says the American 
Cultivator. The house or room should 
be tightly closed and all fuwls exclud- 
ed during fumigation. ; 

A simple method is to burn the sul- 
phur candles now sold at stores deal- 
ing in poultry supplies. The fumes of 
brimstone may also be produced by 
burning in a metallic basin (such as 
an old iron kettle) a number of rags 
previously soaked in melted sulphur. 

Sulphur thay “be” mixed" Wit a" intle 
alcoho! or kerosene oil and burned, or 
it may be sprinkled upon live cvals 
placed in a chafing dish. The house 
or room should be kept closed fur sey- 
eral hours and then. opened as thor- 
oughly as possible to allow the wind 
to drive out any remaining trace of 
poisonous gas. 

In fumigating by burning substances 
be careful not to set fire to the build- 
ing. Remember also that in most 
eases the substances which are used 
are polsonous to human life and ty 
fowls. Cnrelessness in their use or in 
leaving them about where chick or 
child can get at them may bave dire 
results. 


How to Preserve Eggs, 

Dip fresh eggs, one at a time, in hot 
melted paraflin, evough to cover the 
egg. ‘Take out immediately witb wire 
tongs made for that purpose of baling 
wire, let paraffin barden and dip quick- 
ly again, reversing egg. let coal. 
Wrap each egg separately in waxed or 
paraflin paper, Wrap carefully, so as 
not to scratch or break the coating. 
ack cold in tin fruit cans and seal 
with parattiin, which excludes the air, 
Eggs so canned air tight will keep sev- 
eral months, the parattin having closed 
the pores in the shell: Keep in a evol 
place and Inbel can, “Handle with 
care.”"—Farm and lireside.

Honey and Junket. 

Honey Gingerbread.—Put into a 4 
sin a cupful of honey and balf a cépful 
of butter and melt it before the fite 
Without stirring. Put into an enam- 
eled, sancepan with balf a cupfal of 
sour milk (not buttermilk), two eggs 
beaten separately and half a teaspoon- 
ful each of ginger nnd cinnamon, Nx 
well together till thick, Pour igto a 
greased syunre tin and bake pie 

Honey ‘Trifle—Heat together balf a 
cupful of milk and half a cupful of 
houey. Cut into cubes two sponge 
cakes and dip into the mixture; then 
Pile into a dish. Make a custard with 
two eggs, half a pint of milk and a 
cupful of honey... Pour the custard 
over the cakes, decorate with preserved 
fruit as preferred and. serve either hot 
or cold 

Honey Mousse.—Beat sepafately the 
yolks of two eggs and mis witb a cup- 
ful of honey. Heat geutly over gas un- 
til the mixture is thick, Do not boil. 
Let {t cool; then stir in the whipped 
whites of two eggs. Add half a piutot 
whipped cream and mix carefully, Put 
into a mold and set on ice to freeze. 

Honey Fudge.—Boil together a cup- 
ful each of sugar and milk until it 
forms »_ soft ball if tested in cold 
water. Add a cupful of honey and boil 
until the mixture can be tested as be 
fore. Then add a nut of butter aud a 
tublespoonful of vinegar. Mix all to- 
gether and pour into sbaliow tins to 
cool, 

Quite a variety of appetizing yet most 
nourisbing dishes can be evolved with 
the aid of junket tablets 

Chocohne Junket.—Dissolve half a 
cupful of sugar in a quart of lukewarm 
milk. Melt two squares of chocolate, 
add half a cupful of warm milk and 
bring to the boil. Remove from the fire 
immediately and add remainder of the 
milk, quarter teaspoonful of vanilla 
and one dissolved junket tablet. Stir 
well and pour into small fancy cups to 
set. Now take half a cupful of thick 
cream, add a few spoonfuls of sweet- 
ened milk and -beat till quite stiff. 
Beat the white of one egg till you can 
cut it and add slowly to the benten 
cream. Pour the cream mixture over 
the juuket just before serving and dec- 
orate with crystallized cherries. 

Junket With Coffee Fiavor.—Pour 
half a pint of boiling water over two 
ounces of coffee. Take a quart of milk 
sweetened to taste; add the clear boil- 
ing coffee, which sbould inake it luke- 
warm, Add one junket tablet, stir well 
and pour into a glass dish. Serve with 
whipped cream on the top. 

Cocoanut Junket.—Sometimes a tittle 
junket is left over and Is usually wast- 
ed. Here is a nice way of using it: 
One cupful of cocoanut, one cupful of 
eurd from which the whey has been 
poured, one cupful of cream, two yolks 
of eggs and-one cupful of sugar. Place 
all in a saucepan on the fire and stir 
till thick; then pourinto a buttered pie 
dish and bake slowly for ten minutes. 

Fruit Sandwiches. 

Fruit sandwiches are more generally 
used than they used to be and are so 
delicious that they ought to form a 
part of every sandwich repast. They 
satisfy a natural craving for sweets 
and are more wholesome and jore 
easily made than cakes or candies, 

Dates can be made into many savory 
pastes for sandwich filling. Make the 
foundation by stoning the dates and 
running them through the meat chop- 
per. ‘Io a pound of this paste add the 
juice of an orange and the pulp that 
squeezes out with it, rub it smooth 
buttered bread. 
To a balf cupful of dates add a quar- 
ter cupful of chopped English walnut 
meats and a teaspoonful of lemon 
juice and spread between buttered 
bread. 

Short Cuts. 

A quick way to warm plates in cold 
wenther is to dip them in hot water. 
In- 
vert the iaudles of knives, forks and 
spoons in a pitcher of hot water to 
warm then
